The Gun-Boats “ Wilmington ” 
and “Hudson,” and the Torpedo-Boat 
“ Winslow” 
yesterday afternoon entered the harbour of 
Cardenas to attack some Spanish gun-boats 
known to be there, and a fierce engagement 
ensued, 

The Wilmington and the Hudson, which were 
ahead, when within a range of 3500 yards opened 
fire on the Spanish guu-boats which were lying 
in the docks. 

A few minutes after the firing began + the 
Winslow came up, and also opened fire. Instantly 


| the entire attention of the Spanish flotilla and of | 


the land batteries was directed upon her from all 
sides, and shot and shell poured in upon her. 
The Wilmington and Hudson kept up their fire, 
but they could not turn aside the horrible 
onslaught made on the Winslow. 'The crew of 
the latter never faltered for a second, but at 
about half-past one a solid shot crushed into her 
ull, and knocked out her boiler. The torpedo- 
boat immediately began to roll and drift 
helplessly. 

Then a fierce cheer of triumph burst from the 
Spaniards on the gun-boats and batteries, and 
again a storm of fire opened upon the helpless 
torpedo-boat. The Hudson, which was lying 
near, then started to the 


Assistance of the ‘‘ Winslow,” 


and running alongside, tried to throw a line to 
the crew, Hitherto, except for the shot which 
disabled the Wéinslow’s boiler, the firing of the 
Spanish gun-boats had been wild, but as the 
torpedo-boat lay rolling, the range grew closer, 
and shells began to explode all about her. It 
was with difficulty that the Hudson got near 
enough to throw a line to the crew, so terrible 
was the Spanish fire. Finally, after trying for 
about twenty minutes, she approached near 
enough to enable Ensign Bagley and six men 
who were standing in a group on the deck of the 
Winslow to catch the line. 

“ Heave her! Heave her!’’ shouted Ensign 
Bagley, as he looked towards the Commander of 
the Hudson, and called for the line.

Ensign Bagley called back,-*‘ Let. her come.

Ensign Bagley was Killed 

on the spot, and half-a-dozen men fell groaning 
round him.

Ensign 
Bagley lay stretched on the deck, his face com- 
pletely torn away, and the upper part of the 
body shattered. : 

Finally, the Hudson succeeded in throwing 
lines to the disabled vessel, and towing her out 
of the deadly range of the Spanish guns. Three 
of the wounded sailors of the Winslow died on 
board the U.S. gun-boat Machias. 

At a quarter past nine the Hudson, with some 
of the wounded, started for Key West, where 
she arrived at eight o’clock this morning

Cardenas Shelled. 


The American gun-boats reported at Key West 
that they made havoc of Cardenas Harbour and

“ We destroyed a large part of the towy near 
the wharves, burnt a gun-boat, and, I think, 
destroyed two torpedo-destroyers.

While the action against Cardenas was pro- 
gressing, Reuter’s agent stated that the American 
gun-boat Maehias shelled the battery and barracks 
on the Diana Cay, twelve miles off Cardenas 
Harbour. The barracks were demolished. An 
armed boat’s crew, under charge of Ensign 
Willard, pulled ashore, took possession of the 
ruins, and hoisted the American flag over a 
blockhouse. 


Admiral Sampson’s Bombardment 
of San Juan, Chief Port of Puerto Rico, 


renders of special interest the large panoramic 
view we give of that Spanish town by the sea. 
Puerto (Port) Rico is one of the Spanish West 
India Islands, between Hayti and the Virgin 
Islands, about 110 miles long and 40 miles broad ; 
and San Juan is its principal city and seaport. 
It is situated on a peninsula on the northern 
coast, the harbour being defended on its western 
side by the Morro Castle and other forts, which 
were not, however, modern enough to cope 
with such metal as Admiral Sampson brought 
to bear upon them. The sugar, coffee, and 
tobacco plantations, the cattle-farms, cotton, 
indigo, and ‘other products would render the 
possession of Puerto Rico desirable to any Power. 
Hence the hostile visit of the American Admi 
on the look-out for Admiral Cervera’s Armada. 
It was early in the morning of May 12 that 


Admiral Sampson Fired the First Shot 
at San Juan. 


He himself described the bombardment with 
sailor-like brevity in bis prompt despatch to the 
Washington Admiralty— 

“St. Thomas, May 12.—A portion of the 
squadron under my command reached San Juan 
to-day at daybreak. No armed vessels were 
found in the port. As soon as it was sufficiently 
light I commenced an attack upon the batteries 
defending the city. This attack lasted about 
three*hours, and resulted in much damage to the 
batteries, and incidentally to a portion of the 
city adjacent to the batteries. The batteries 
replied to our fire, but without material effect. 
One man was killed on board the New York. 
Seven were slightly wounded in the squadron. 
No serious damage to any of the ships resulted- 

‘t (Signed) Sampson.”

A telegram from Washington to the Tribune 
of New York on Tuesday stunted that Admiral 
Sampson notified the Navy Departmentthat hehad 
determined to run south through the Windward 
Passage, and to station his ships so as to cover 
the approaches to Santiago de Cuba and Cien- 
fuegos for the purpose of preventing the landing 
of supplies at those places for the Havana 
garrison. At the same time the feeble block- 
ading force on the southern side of Cuba would be 
strengthened. It was also reported that Admiral 
Sampson and Commodore Schley would unite 
their forces at some point south of Cuba. 


Admiral Dewey at Manila. 


The following despatch has been received at 
Washington from Admiral Dewey— 

“ Cavite, May 13. 

“I am maintaining a strict blockade. I have 
reason to believe that the rebels are hemming in 
the city by land, though they have made no 
demonstration. There is a great scarcity of 
provisions at Manila. It is probable that the 
Spanish Governor will be obliged to surrender 
soon. Ican take Manila at any moment. The 
climate is hot and moist. Yesterday we captured 
the gun-boat Callao as she was attempting to 
run the blockade. I have plenty of coal. One 
British, one French, one Japanese, and two 
German vessels are here watching the course 
of events.”’ 

H.M.S. Linnet reached Hong-Kong from 
Manila on May 12.

28,000 U.S. Troops to Reinforce Dewey 
at Manila. 

The Daily Mails Washington Correspondent 
stated on May 15 that the Washington ‘‘ Govern- 
ment has decided to greatly augment the relief 
expedition to Admiral Dewey in Manila. It is 
hoped that 15,000 men will start within a fort- 
night, in addition to 13,000 volunteers, who will 
start to-morrow. As soon as the troops arrive 
Admiral Dewey will demand the surrender of 
Manila. General Merritt, the new military 
Governor of the Philippines, is to be provided 
with a sufficient force to hold the entire colony.’’ 


The Capture of Two American Reporters 
by Spanish Troops at Cabanas 
on May 12 is confirmed.

At the same time a mob was trying to 
set fire to the premises of Fratelli Bocconi—the Milanese 
Peter Robinson; the artillery was filling the Piazza del 
Duomo; there was fighting going on at all the city gates, 
Porta Venezia, Monforte, Romana, Vittoria ; troops were 
occupying the Piazza della Scala and San Fedele, and 


General Bava Beccaris had Declared Milan 
in a State of Siege, announcing that instead of the 
usual three trumpet-calls before firing there would be only 
one blank shot fired as a warning.

pation. Though much less noticed, the boom in pork just 
now is quite as great as that which wheat is enjoying. 
Pork cannot very well come from America. We do get a 
good bit of Continental, it is true, but no Continental 
rearers can equal our own for real quality and primeness. 
I tried in vain in a London suburb last week to get a loin 
of pork. The shopkeepers say, ‘‘It is out of season just 
now.” What nonsense ! 


Roasting Pork, Fresh and Sweet, 
should be always in season. My present tip is: ‘ Pork is 
paying well.” Very small pork-piglets a month old are 
making a guinea. I saw a lot of neat little Sussex ones sold 
the other day for that price. Think of it! A litter of ten 
twice a year from each sow, and all the score making a 
guinea each at a month old! That means at simply no cost 
at all except feeding, keeping, and housing the sow. That 
surely leaves a profit! I am studying another breed of 
pigs, shown in the sketch.

A Tenant’s Fixture. 
Several times of late have I been applied to by rural 
readers of the P./.P. as to the cost and erection of tenants’ 
fixtures, and as to what constitutes a tenant’s fixture. In 


common law, whatever is planted in or affixed to the land | 


goes with it and belongs to the landlord. To this rule 
there are two exceptions—namely, fixtures and emblements. 


Emblements are crops and product of the land—we need | 


not discuss them here. Fixtures are things affixed te the 
freehold. If affixed by the tenant for the purpose of trade, 
ornament, or domestic use during his tenancy, he can 
remove them at his will in the absence of agreement or 
local custom to the contrary. Trade fixtures of a chattel 
nature, as coppers, hot-water pipes, or anything that will 
not materially injure the freehold upon removal, remain 
the tenant’s property. In the case of lean-to fixtures, 
such as

here illustrated, it is only necessary u attach a plate of 
wood to the wall ın such a way as not to injure the wall, 
and tken to attach the fixture to the plate of wood ; but 
under the Agricultural Fixture Clause in the Agricultural 
Holdings Act, if the tenant affixes any engine, machinery, 
or other fixture, or erects any building for which he is not 
under the Act entitled to compensation, then such building

remains his, and may be removed by him within a reason- 
able time «fver the termination of the tenancy. Tie tenant 
is not allowed to remove the fixture if the landlord de ires 
to purchas it; and the landlord may seize it in lieu of rent 
that remains unpaid. Purchase of such fixtures goes by 
valuation, and any difference may be settled by a referénce, 
= in cases of compensation, but there is no appeal. As to

in glass and wood, or wood and iron, materials were never 
so cheap as they are now. A house like the one in my 
sketch, 25ft. long, 10ft. wide, and 9ft high at back, ani 
5ft. 6in. high at front, may be purchased complete and 
packed ready to re-erect for £15 15s,; and a similar ho ise 
50 ft. long for the sum of £27 10s. Carriage for a house of 
not over 50ft. length to a distance of, say, one hundred 
miles, should not be over 30s. or £2.

Sheep-Farming. 

Sheep-farming comes under two distinet heads—moun- 
tain and pasture zing, and in conjunction with arable 
farming. The arable farmer finds sheep fei off the crops 
and roots pay much; better than bullocks so fed. In the 
Canadian and American mixed farming districts the same 
fact appears. Take as an example of this the lamb and 
mutton that reach our London markets from Devonshire 
and South Wales. ‘The farmers out there who once get up 
a flock of ewes find that their wonl-alone pays the very 
low rent their land stands at, and-the lambs they produce 
are therefore nearly all net profit. In the fairs these
